Was Unintentional But Ended Fight 


In Sixth Round—Frenchman 


Had American Shaded.

London,

17.—" Gunboat " 


Smith 
and 
his manager, "Jim" 


Buckley, said today they intended to 
make a further effort to arrange a 
return fight with Georges Carpentier, 
the French heavyweight who yester- 
day was awarded the decision at 
Olympia, when Smith was disquali- 
fied in the sixth round for hitting 
the Frenchman while he was on the 
ground. 


The American boxer declared he 


was willing to meet the Frenchman 
anywhere at any time and would pre- 
fer that the winner should take the 
entire purse or gate money. 


Carpentier would make no reply to 


Smith's offer to fight again. The 
matter, he said, was one for the con- 
sideration of his manager who had 
not time yet to take the matter up. 


Smith today-asserted that he never 


•would fight again betore a cinemato- 
graph. He said his eyes were weak 
and he had' to wear glasses in the. 
sunlight. Last night the glare of the 
lights puzzled him and he thought 
this possibly had something 
to do 


with his striking Carpentier while 
the Frenchman was down. Smith in- 
sists that even if his glove touched 
Carpentier it was unintentional and 
the blow did not hurt his opponent. 
Any other boxer, he 
said, 
would 


have continued the fight. 


As to the blow which knocked him 


down in the fourth round, Smith said 
that while it was a hard one it did 
not put him out and he had simply 
remained down to gain the benefit 
of the rest. 


While realizing that it is hopeless, 


Bnckley is making a formal protest 
against the referee's decision on the 
ground that it had been arranged 
for the second to remain out of the 
ring nntil after the referee had giv- 
en his 
decision. Deschamps, 
the 


Frenchman's 
manager, 
Buckley 


points out, disregarded this arrange- 
ment and jumped into the ring im- 
mediately he saw there was a chance 
of winning the bout on a technical- 
ity. 


The_ boxing jexperts. of the evening 


"newspapers 
today are as divided 


in. opinion^ regard to the force of 
the^ foul blow given by 
Smith 
as 


were those in... the morning newspa.- 
pers. Men with actual ring experi-" 
ence such as Fred Welsh, the light- 
weight champion, however, say that 
Carpentier was not hurt and that the 
scene -which followed the foul blow 
was the result of quick simultaneous 
working of'the brains of Carpentier 
and his seconds. 


Eugene Corri, the referee, it is ad- 


mitted by all, did the only thing pos- 
sible after Deschamps had claimed a 
foul. 


In their editorial comments on the 


match all the newspapers declare it 
was clear that Smith did not -make 
any intentional attempt to strike a 
foiil blow. 


. The stakes for last night's match 


•were paid over today, Carpentier re- 
ceiving a check for $15,000, while 
Buckley received ?10.000 on behalf 
of Smith, who 
was not 
present. 


Buckley took the check without de- 
mur. 
He made no formal protest 


against the decision but wanted to 
discuss the fairness of Eugene Cor- 
ri's ruling. He displayed deep an- 
noyance and refused to shake hands 
with Corri. 


The chairman of the gathering de- 


clined to permit any discussion and 
announced on behalf of Dick Burge, 
the promoter of yesterday's match, 
that the latter was ready to put up 
another purse of the same 
amount 


for a return fight. 


For the first time Deschamps then 


revealed that he had promised to 
match Carpentier against Wells, if 
the Frenchman proved successful in 
yesterday's match.

Smith and his supporters the finish 
was a tragedy, because the ""Blow foi 
which the American was 
disquali- 


fied was neither studied nor inten- 
tional. It was launched in the heat 
of the whirlwind fighting when the 
Frenchman had slipped to his knees 
and the spectators saw the 
gaunt 


sailor recoil and attempt to draw 
back almost as his arm flew out. 


Nevertheless, the ending of 
last 


night's fight adds another to the un- 
fortunate chapters Of international 
sport, because it has kindled bad 
feeling and is likely to be followed 
by long drawn-out arguments. 


There has been an undercurrent of 


prejudice against American 
boxers 


among English ring followers, and, 
however 
unintentional 
Gunboat 


Smith's breach of the rules was, it 
probably -will be cited in support of 
this prejudice. 
The popular judgment 
awarded 


Carpentier the better of the fight on 
its merits. 
Pitted against such a 


powerful antagonist as Smith, it was 
evident that the Frenchman's marv- 
elous quickness had not been exag- 
erated. 
He showed a left lead like 


a flash of lightning and a powerful 
and equally swift right. His foot- 
work was wonderful, and, although 
Smith was remarkably quick for a 
big man, he was noticeably slower 
than his younger opponent. 


When the French contingent car- 


ried Carpentier to his corner in the 
sixth round the 
utmost 
confusion 


reigned. The ring was crowded with 
excited officials and 
seconds, 
and 


thousands of ..spectators were 
on 


their feet shouting- and groaning. In 
this round Carpentier, after playing 
for an opening, while keenly watch- 
ing the American's right, Uad, feint- 
ed cleverly with his left and then 
brought a powerful . right 
across 


Smith's jaw. 


The punch did not land squarely, 


but glanced off, and, carried by tlie 
force of his blow, Carpentier swung 
around and slipped to his knees. 


Quickly Smith's right shot forth. 


He drew back and plainly would have 
withheld the blow on second thought. 
Then he stepped back and waited for 
the Frenchman to rise. 


Just what happened to Gunboat's 


right is likely to be an everlasting 
cause of controversy. The men near- 
est to the ring disagree widely. Some 
say that it jolted Carpentier's spine 
hard at the hack of the neck, some 
say it missed entirely. 


The Frenchman's 
manager, Des- 


camps, climbed through the 
ropes 


with seconds following and picked up 
the fighter, who was holding his head 
in a dramatic manner with both hands 
Descamps carried Carpentier to the 
corner, where ne made a great busi- 
ness of rubbing and restoring him, 
and then, turning to the American 
fighter, poured forth a stream of ex- 
cited French invectives. 


French and American camp follow- 


ers poured into the ring and sur- 
rounded the referee, Eugene Corri. 
Shouts of "Foul! Foul!" were raised. 
Everybody talked to the refree at 
once and the referee pointed to Car- 
pentier, indicating that the French- 
man was the winner. 


Few were able to grasp his decision 


until the master of ceremonies, b> 
bellowing and pointing to Carpentier, 
managed to make the result known. 
Gunboat Smith stood in his corner in 
a green robe, reluctant to -leave the 
ring, while hundreds 
hooted - him. 


Finally he climbed out. 


Carpentier was brought to the ropes 


and thousands raised a great cheer 
for the Frenchman. 
~ The enthusiasm of the house, from 
the white-shirted, aristocrats . on the 
floor .to the ^Whitechapel costers In 
the highest galleries, 
was with the 


French champion from the moment he 
stepped into the ring. His j'outh, his 
cheerful smile, Jtiis perfect body com- 
bined to make him the very picture of 
an athlete. Moreover, the English 
crowd was not anxious to see the men 
who had knocked out the 
English 


hope, Bombadier Wells, in 70 seconds, 
be bested by an outsider. 


Gunboat Smith, tall, awkward and 


grim, towered over the French youth 
and appeared relatively TOgger than 
he is 'because of Carpentier s crouch- 
ing style of fighting. 


In the first round it seemed as if 


the American's 
superior 
strength 


would tell, ibut through the next three 
the Frenchman let himself out and 
showed power behind his blows ap- 
parently equal to the American's and 
with greater 
speed. He landed a 


number of telling blows on the face 
and body -with both hands, and sent 
Smith down in a heap -with a right to 
the kidneys in the fourth. 


The big American was willing to 


gain time, getting to his feet 
only 


after eight seconds, just as the bell 
ended the round. 


Between 12,000 and 13,000 persons 


witnessed the fight, among them 500 
women. Probably another such as- 
sembly, representing all classes in 
English life, many French enthusiasts 


and American travelers, has never 
gathered at a prize ring. 


James Buckley, Smith's manager, 


said after the fight. 
"Jt was highway robbery. Smith 


knocked Carpeutier out with a right 
on the point.of the jaw. The French- 
man went down, and Smith, in 'mak- 
ing' another punch, could not pull 
himself back and just hit Carpentier's 
face. 
'- • 


"After the first two punches I saw 


that we were going to get the worst 
of it. 
Corri told Smith, to keep his 


hands up, although they were up all 
the time. He wanted to bother Smith 
\Vo have evidence that this was in- 
tentional and that he wanted Carpeu- 
tier to win." 


Smith confirmed the statement, 


but would add nothing to it. Smith 
has issued a challenge to fight Car- 
pentier again -within two weeks, or 
at any time .. 


Description of the Fight.

al report filed with Probate Judge 
Hunter, Thursday 
afternoon, 
has 


none but words of commendation, 
and concludes recommendations that 
so long as the present management 
continues its good work no change 
should be made by the county com- 
missioners. 


.'.On the occasion of. the 
board's 


visit to the institution, July !), there 
were no patients in 
the 
hospital. 


Good health which seems to prevail 
is owing largely to the present sani- 
tary conditions, according to the re- 
port of the board. It says further: 


"Great and Wonderfully improved 


conditions have been made in .the 
sleeping rooms and 
living 
apart- 


ments since our last visit. 
White- 


wash, paint, wall-paper and suitable 
floor coverings are much in evidence', 
although there are some rooms yet 
that need attention that have not 
been reached on account of time." 


The board finds that religious ser- 


vices are being held 
every 
other 


Sunday afternoon in the chapel and 
expresses the wish that it might be 
so every Sunday..

It is 'recommended that the two 


orchards be given expert treatment, 
that the hog house be removed to 
the east or be raised on new founda- 
tions; that the old stable be repair- 
ed and that soiled paper be removed 
from walls of the old ladies''-hospit- 
al and the walls and floors painted.
